Topic of Dr.

Dr. H. G. Files addressed tne 
Literature Society last night on 
"The University In relation to the 
author.” However, the greater. part 
of the evening was given over to 
a discussion of a great variety of 
subjects including The Forge and 
student apathy in relation to 1t, 
Canadian characteristics as opposed 
to American ones, the advantages 
of more active student participa- 
tion in meetings such as those spon- 
sored by the Literature Society, 
and the possibilities for the growth 
of Canadian literature. 


In his prepared speech, Dr. Files 
covered a varicty of topics, inclua- 
ing the many criticisms levied at 
Intellectual education given in uni- 
versities, which, as one critic said, 
stressed “the beauty of the past 
and the futility of the future.” To- 
day, the indictment? still persists 
that the universities have respect 
for the dead only, that, as Oscar 
Wilde said, “We-thinkithe literary 
heroes of olden times much taller 
men than ourselves because when 
we are before them we are on our 
knees.’ 

However, said Dr, Files, a healthy 
conservative impulse is not neces- 
sarily a bad thing. Literature 
throws light on the origin. and 
growth of language, It can arouse 
and deepen a sense of the value of 
literature through’ an examination 
of great writing, and cultivate: good 
literary taste, dnd the support of 
good contemporary writing.”

To be serious is the easiest thing, 
in the world.
